This had been 
done, and he informed the repre- 
sentatives of the employees that it) 
had been decided to remove the or- 
der insofar as the executive of the 
Canadian National railways was 
concerned

The conference this afternoon was 
arranged by Tom Moore, president 
of the Trades and Labor Congress, 
and representative of labor on the 
board of directors of the Canadian 
National railways. There were pres- 
ent representatives of 97.000 em- 
ployees spread over the entire Ca- 
nadian National system. With Sir 
Henry Thornton were 8. J. Hunger- 
ford and W. D. Robb, vice-presidents 
and general managers of the gov- 
ernment lines.
